Our ancient wiſe Men ever inquired 
into the more recondite and interior Meani 
which the various Types in Things and Perſons 
prefigured, and held out to our View: They 
delivered it to ſuch elevated and ſpiritual Minds as 
they judged, by a proper Probation, capable of 
receiving the Force and Sublimity of the Antitypes 
above. The Prophets, and their Sons, that is

the whole Miniſtration of the Tabernacle and the 
Temple. And this Knowledge was the Ground 
of the Oral Interpretation, delivered by Abraham, 
by Moſes, by Eſdras, and at laſt by the Schools or 
Colleges of the Prophets. This was the Reaſon 
of preferring it to the Letter, or Figure, while the 
greateſt Part of our People deſpiſed theſe Pearls, 
adhering to the Bark and Shell, neglecting what 
more refined and enlightened Under ſtandings em- 
braced with Joy, namely the my/izxc Senſe, of 
which the Types and Ceremonies were the exter- 
nal Signs and Records. Let me now hear you 
accommodate and reconcile thoſe two Paſſages of 
the Prophet Daniel, and of your Prophet Foln.— 
The firſt is contained in Daniel, ch. vu. v. 13. I 
ſaw in the Viſions of the Night, and behold, with 
the Clouds of Heaven, he coming as the Son of 
Mari; and he came unto the ANcIENT of Davs: 
and they cauſed him to come near unto him : and 
to him was given Dominion, and a Glory, and a 
Kingdom, that all Peoples, Nations, and Tongues 
ſhould wor/hip him : His Dominion the Dominion 
of an Age, (a long Duration concealed from Man) 
which ſhall not paſs away, and his Kingdom that 
which ſhall not be deftroyed or corrupted he 
other Paſſage ſupporting the ſame Truth of a Se- 
paration of one Son, upon whom you tell me 
the ons, the Ages of the new redeemed World 
were to be built, is what you produced from your 
Prophet Fohn, in Rev. xii. 1.—5. where he ſaw 
a Wonder, or a remarkable Event, a Woman 
clothed with the Sun, and the Moon under her Feet, 
and upon her Head a Crown of twelve Stars; and 
ſhe brought forth a Man-Cluld, (or as in the Greek, 
the Son, the Male,) who was to rule all Nations 
with a Rod of Iron : and her Child was caught up 
unto God, and kis Throne. You affirm, that the 
Law and the Goſpel are built on the Truth of theſe

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two Prophecies, or antecedent Events; ; and the 
may be both conſiſtently explained by the Key of 
Knowledge, which theſe ſignal TranſaChons pat 
into our Hands. 

Phaloponus. I find then I am ohinged deep into 
Myſteries at once: I am to be entertained with 
Eſoteric and Exoteric as in the Schools of Pythagoras 
and Plato; with the double Senſe of Prophecies, 


and with the Popular and philoſophical Religion. | 


Myſt. Be patient for a few Minutes. It is a 
Play of Wit, and eaſily ſwallowed by the Ene- 
mies of Revelation, that where Myſtery begins, 
Religion ends. It may, on the contrary, be 
alfirmed, that where Myſteries, that is, the Riches 
of Grace hid under the veil of Types, and of dark 
Sayings, are treated with Contempt by any Perſon, 
there never was any true Senſe of Religion in that 
Breaſt, nor ever will be: All Prophecies are 
Myſteries, or Bleſſings concealed under Words or 
Characters for a Time, which when truly under- 
ſtood, diſcover the Grace and Love of God, as in 
the terrifying Deſcription of Joel, ch. ii. v. go, 31. 
when unfolded by St. Peter, in an evangelical 
Senſe, for the Deſcent of the Holy Spirit at 
Pentecoſte. * | 

Philop. Even Toland would not have objeaed 
to M yſteries i in ſuch a Senſe; nor even, if ſuch a 
dark Veil was put over them, that no profane, or 
ſenſual Perſon ſhould be able to penetrate it, who 
would abuſe the divine Goodneſs from knowing it 
more. 

Myſt. All Myſteries of the Kingdom of Chriſt 
will condude in Bleſſings. But I wave this 
now The Birth of this Son, and his imme- 
diate Aſſumption to the Throne of God, from his 
Mother's Womb, mult, be again illuſtrated by the 
Prophet Daniel. He was favoured with the Know- 
ledge of one whom he calls like the Son of Man ; 
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and whom he ſaw conveyed in the Clouds of Hea- 
ven to the Ancient of Days. John reveals the Mo- 
man, from whom he was taken, where we find the 
Seed of the Voman in the firſt Promiſe after the 
Fall. He knew too, that this“ Son was immediately 
on his Exaltation to the Throne of God called 
Michael, that is, who is as God, and was placed 
over the Head of the Angels and miniſtering Spi- 
Tits before the Throne of the Ancient of Days, as is 
ſhewn by Daniel. — Do not your Forefathers con- 
feſs the Fall of Lucifer, and the Reſervation of one 
choſen Seed, or Son ; and that the Ancient of Days is 
the mo/t high God, called the Elder of the Elders, 
who fits on the Throne of Glory as deſcribed by 
that Prophet ? | 
Men. All theſe Points are confeſſed. We allow 
too, that Michael is the true T High Prieſt who mi- 
niſters at the Altar above: that he is the High 
Prieſt in Heaven who abounds in Mercy: and as 
there is an High Prieſt below, ſo there is Michael 
the great Prince above, anſwering to all that he be- 
low executes in his Office. Even the Talmud 
grant as much, as may be ſeen by this Paſſage in 
Chagiga: In that Habitation, where Jeruſalem and 
the Houſe of the Sanctuary, and the Altar are 
built, Michael the great Prince ſtands, and offers 
the Oblation continually.— It is alſo expreſſed 
| thus 


* Grotius calls him the Strong Man: The Reduplication 
appears emphatic; but the Male ſeems to refer to the Lamb 
of the Law, 2 Male of the firſt Year, and points him out to 
us, as the Type and Antitype going together. —Some are 
ſtupid enough to aſcribe this Son, and his exalted State to 
the Throne, to Conftantine the Great: Such is the Spirit of 
Prophecy, of interpreting Scripture by Scripture, adopted 
by mere natural Men, * only on * and 
critical Sagacity.

This Word never occurs, 
(as Guſſet has obſerved in his Comments on the 
Hebrew Tongue) i in Sacred Hiſtory till after the 
Fall, in Gen. vi. 7. And is this Son of Man 
miſerable by the Fall and Expulſion from Para- 
diſe, that Son whom the Lord viſits, and made 
the Lord of all his Works ? Is it to be undet- 
ſtood of any Man, but of that taken from the 
Woman, of whom God was the Father, who took 
him fen the Womb to his own Throne, and 


Power and Glory? And who was to bring him 


forth in the Fulneſs of Times in the Form of

Yes, but we believe that the Completion 
of theſe Prophecies will be effected by a Meſſian of 
the higheſt Glory, Power, and Majeſty, fuited to 
a King over Iſrael, and not by « a Man, the Servant

Myſt. Why then have your People invented

is univerſally confeſſed among you. Saadias Gaon 
(who has more ſpiritual Conception of the Figures 
and Words of Scripture than moſt Writers) ſpeak- 
ing on this Text, ch. vii. 13. ſays, © This is 
Meſhah our Righteouſneſs : but here 1s demon- 
ſtrated the ſupreme Glory which God giveth to 
him.—You confeſs the Soul of the Meſſian was 
created before the World ; why not-his body too, 
his Garments, or ſpiritual Cloathing ? For of Spi- 
71s, abſtracted from all Garments, that is, Body, 
the Scripture never ſpeaks at all. Even the Ancient 
of Days is ſhewn in his Garments, clothed with 
Light, to whom this Son of Man is brought in 
the Clouds of Heaven, in fþ:ritual Vehicles, the 
{fame as the moſt. high God dwells in continually, 
| The Clouds of Heaven are the Garments of An- 
gels, their Vehicles and Chariots; in a Word, 
their ſpiritual Bodies of the ſame Glory as their 
Father, who clothes them with his own Cloud, — 
So that in Daniel, we ſee the Exaltation of this Son 
of Man in the Clouds, and in on, we ſee him 
the Seed of the Woman, from whoſe Womb he waͤs 
taken, and aſſumed to the Throne of God, the 
Ancient of Days; and then was the Beginning 
of his Kingdom, and of his coming m the Clouds 
of Heaven, to clothe Man, his Brother under the 
fall, and to cover his Nakedneſs and Shame. And 
the ſecond Verle of ohn, ch. i. Behold, he 
cometh in the Clouds 2 Heaven muſt be caſt hack 
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to that early Time of his Separation, though the. 
Myſtery of his Perſon and Nature was brought to 
Light, as Paul ſpeaks, in theſe latter Times. Your. 
Fathers knew the pre-exiſtence of the Meſſiah; 
his Station in the Pillar of Fire, over Iſrael : you 
knew him in the Lamb of the Law, and in the 
Zypical Clouds of that Altar; you may know him. 
coming in the true Clouds or ſpiritual Garments of 
Light, in the Day of Penlecoſte, according to the 
Prophet oel: © I will ſhew Wonders in Heaven, 
and in Earth, Blood: and Fire, and Pillars of 
Smoke.”—Then, as Peter ſhews the Spirit to the 
Letter, was fulfilled the greateſt of Bleſſings, the 
Return of the Schechinah; the Tabernacle. of God, 
the Cloud of the true Glory clothing Man's Na- 
kednefs and Shame. And yet the many Fathers 
cited by Calmet in this Place, and Hulſius and 
Schoetgenius too underſtand this Paſſage of the De- 
ſtruction Chriſt wrought at his Paſſion, and after- 
wards: on Jeruſalem; ſo early was the Key of 
Knowledge taken away from the Church; and fo 
ſordid and groveling is the Spirit of. Prophecy, or 
true Interpretation to this Day. The true Anti- 
types, or Riches of Chriſt were brought here to 
Light, anſwering to the typical Fire, Blood, and 
Clouds of the Altar of burnt Offerings, under 
Moſes. —R. Bttefer, cited by Majus, in his View of 
the Jewiſh Theology p. 110. ſaw better, where he 
| ſays, © Adam loſt his Garment, his Skin tranſparent 
as the Onyx, and the Cloud of Glory with which 
he was overſhadowed,. by his Fall, and appeared 
naked.” The Cabbaliſts call it the ſhining Gar- 
ments: And the Glory of God came again at the 
evangelical Pentecoſte; in Clouds of Heavenly 
Light :—Such as the Antient of Days tabernacles 
in, and with which his Son is enabled to clothe over 
our Shame and Nakedneſs, Theſe great Trutlis 
your Fathers underſtood well, as they did the Se- 
oy 1 Peration 
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ration of that Son, who was to bear the Glory 
— his Father's Houſe and fallen Tabernacle, and 
build it up to laſt for ever. 

Men. I acknowledge all you ſay. Our Fa- 
thers ſaw the Election and Separation in the i. 
cal Abraham ; and again in David, the ſeventh Son 
of 7eſje, when all the other Children were re- 
jected from this great Privilege. But you muſt 
prove to me, that all the Titles and Offices of Pro- 
phet, Prieſt, and King vill coincide. in this one 
Son, and in his ancient Separation from the reſt 
of the Nations and the reſt of his Father's Fa- 
mily. 

Philop. If theſe Things be demonſirated, the 
preſent Syſtems of Theology will all fall to the 
Ground; and you will receive neither Thanks 
nor Bread for your Work, but probably ſharp 
Reproaches, Injuries, and Perſecution from every 
Denomination of Chriſtian Profeſſors: | 

Myſt. _ Praiſe and Reward from Men are not 
the objects of my Purſuit; nor can they be ex- 
pected in the Path and Line of ſpiritual Interpre- 
tation, However, on this ſingle Ground, it will 
be ſeen, how many Centuries of ſcriptural Paſſa - 
ges will all harmonize, fo as to reconeile the ap- 
parent Contradictions introduced through Igno- 
rance of this leading Truth. Vou confeſs, that 
the ANCIENT of DAYS is the moſt hi 85 God, 
whom your Predeceſſors call Arich Anpin, God in 
Fulneſs; ſometimes the Elder of the Elder; and 
the Son of Man brought to him, they ſtyle Zeir An- 
fin, God in Abbreviation, or the Lale Adam in the 
Scherhinah + theſe Names are applied to that Aſc 
ſumption of the Son of Man to the Throne of this 
God; and to that Dion when the Father and Son 
were made one Perſon, nn as the an 
liſts you! 
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the Son, the Male of John, in Rev. xii, 5. and 
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Men, Nothing i is more generally allowed both 


by Talmudical and Cabbaliſtical Writers, than 


theſe two Points. 

Phalop. In this View, the peculiar Exaltation 
of this Son of Man is an Adoption into a Glory above 
other Angels, who as you have informed me be- 
fore, are frequently denominated Gods, Elohim. 

Myji. I will cite a few Paſlages from the ſa- 
cred Writings, and leave them to bear their own 
Senſe, as the Sun bears its own Light.

of God worſhip him. And unto the Angels he 
faith, who maketh his Angels Spirits, and his 
Miniſters a F lame of Fire. But unto the Son he 
faith, Thy Throne, O God, (Elohim) is for an 
Age of an Age, in the Hebrew, for an Age and 
further, (gnolem vagned) A Scepter of Righteouſ- 
neſs is the Scepter of thy Kingdom: Thou haſt lov- 


ed Righteouſneſs, and hated Iniquity. Wherefore 


God, (Elohim) thy God (Elohecha.) hath anoint- 
ed thee with the Oil of Gladneſs above thy Fel- 
lows (Equals or Companions)” At v. 13. © To

1 Fo- un- 
doubtedly in the Day of his begetling, and Se- 
paration from the Woman, when the moſt high 
God was his Father, he was then made higher 
than the Angels, or miniſtering Spirits, who flood, 
Myriads of Myriads before the Throne: He was 
taken up, and ſeated on the Throne, for the great 


Purpoſe of redeeming his Father, and Mother, 


and his Brethren, born under the Fall, when che 
Fulneſs of Times was elapſed for him to be born 
of the Woman under the Law, that is, under 
Death, by aſſuming our fallen Fleſh and Blood, 

and to take it away by the Sacrifice of himſelf.— 
It is the ſame Truth that meets us again in Heb. ii. 
5—7- * For unto the Angels he hath not put in 
Subjection the World to come; but one in a cer- 
tain Place teſtified, ſaying, What is Man, that 
thou art mindful of him, or the Son of Man that 
thou viſiteſt him ? Thou madeſt him for a little 
while lower than the Angels; thou crownedſt him 
with Glory and Honour, and didſt ſet him over the 
Works of thy Hands; thou haſt put all Things 
under his Feet.” Theſe Words refer to the Time, 
when God gave him as his Son begotten of the 
Woman, that Kingdom and Dominion ſhewn. in 
Daniel, ch vii. v. 14. that all Peoples, Nations, 
and Languages ſhould ſerve him, —And do not all 


your ancient Writers bear Teſtimony. to theſe 


Truths in their Comments on theſe Tage of the 
Old Teſtament? 

Men. I can object to no Part : The whole Law | 
depends upon the Pre-exiſtence of the Son of 
Man; and the Prophecies ſpeak of him, in the 
Election and Separation of Abram, from all the 
Sons of Adam ; and in the Choice of David from 
all the Sons of Fefſe, as the Types and Prefigura- 
tions of this glorious Perſon. For David faid in 
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particular, The Lord faid unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right Hand, until I make thine Ene- 
mies thy Footltool.” Pf. cx. +. 

Myſt. When Chrift, in Malt. xxii. 42. would 
prove himſelf the Son of God to the Phariſees, 
he faith, What think ye of Chriſt? Whoſe Son 
is he?“ They ſay, the Son of David. He ſaith 
unto them, How then doth David in Spirit call 
him Lord; ſaying, The Lord ſaid unto my Lord, 


c. If David call bim Lord, how then is 2 25 his 


Son ?— Here again we meet his Pre-exiſtence, and 


ind him to anſwer the double CharaRer of being 


the Root of David, and allo his Offspring, as men- 


tioned in Rev. xxii. 16. His Root, as being the 


ſecond Adam, ſeparated from all, and taken to the 
Throne of the 5 — of Days; and his Offspring, 


as he took a Body from the Virgin Mary-of-the 


Houſe of this royal Prophet.

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derful Nature was oniy revealed to John, Rev. xit. 

c. which confirms the Promiſe of the Seed of the 
Woman, in Gen. iii. for in the Sacred Writings, the 
Meffak's many Names, Offices, and Characters, 

are ſcattered through the whole, as they are too in 
the New Teſtament, and in the Writings of Paul, 
Peter, James, and Fol, particularly diſſeminated 
to enrich them with the various great and extra- 


ordinary Things he muſt fulfi}, as the one Prophet, 


the one Prieſt, and the one King ſo magnificently 
deſcribed under the ancient Types and Prophecies. 

Men. The whole Law, and the whole Ar- 
rangement of the Predictions reſpecting the 
Meſtah depend on the Pre- exiſtence; and the Pro- 


phecies ſpeak clearly of the Son of Man, as then 


in Life, and in Power at the right Hand of God, 

which none of our Writers deny. Your Theolo- 
giſts, however, expound the Vaſfage of Daniel, 
ch. vii. 1 3. by Way of Prolegſis, or Anticipation, 
and as a ſort of Proluſion to his Manifeſtation in 
the Fleſh, or his Incarnation, as they term it. 

Myſt. This is granted. Calmet in his Com- 
mentary on this Place of Daniel, ſays, The Pro- 
phecy does not accord with the Letter; ; but muſt 
be underſtood of his ſecond coming, as deſcribed 
by Matt. ch. xxiv. Ye ſhall ſee the Son of Man 
coming in the Clouds of Heaven.” This Evaſion of 
repreſenting this Prophecy of the Old Teſtament 
as only an Anticipation, is to avoid the Neceſſity 
of Acknowledging his pre-exiſtent State as the Son 
of Man, ſeparated before the Fall, and taken from 
his Mothers Womb to the Throne of God, be- 
fore Sin divided Adam's Nature and Eſſence. It 
will be ſeen in the Courſe of theſe Denne how 
groundleſs this Mode of Interpretation is. How- 
ever, it muſt be ſupported as one Pillar of their 
pretended Orthodoxy; for, as in the corrupt 
Church of Rome, from Ignorance of the Hebrew 

D Language 
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Language and ancient DoQrines of the Hebrew 
Church; they firſt raiſed this Son of Man to a Co- 
equality and Co-eternity with God the Father ; ſo 
this falſe Hypotheſis had fallen to the Cond: on 
admitting his Pre-exiſtence as Son of Man in the 
Glory, the Pillar of Fire, or Cloud of Heaven, 


where 7ehovah always dwells.—In the ſame Path 


go all the Defenders of the ſame Syſtem, which 
has been tranſmitted and blindly adopted by other 
Churches, or Communities of Chriſtians. 

Plilop, This Expoſition of the Prophecies 
opens a new Scene of Ideas to me who have read 
many Syſtems of Divinity, but unfortunately 
they have only increaſed my Doubts and Suſpi- 
cions from the glaring Contradictions and Oppo- 
ſitions found in all of them. 

Myſt. Your Doubts may admit of ſome Ex- 
cuſe or Extenuation, if confidered only in Reſpect 
to ſome Doctrines; but they will be indefenſible, 
if extended to the whole complex Evidence which 
ſupports the great Fabric of both Revelations : An 
Evidence W ern the wileſt and beſt Men have ad- 


mitted; and which even the worſt have ſo often 


unwillingly ſubmitted to. In the Progreſs of 
theſe Dialogues you may find an Opportunity of 
unboſoming your Doubts, and 1 apprehend they 
will be found to have been built on the miſtaken 
Opinions of Men, and not ow the genuine Doc- 
trines of the Golpel. But before I conclude 
our firſt Conference, I will obſerve to you, Me- 
naſſeh, two Points well known to you and your 
People. The firſt is, where the Meęſſiah is called 
Bar Nephele, the Son of the Fallen: The ſecond is, 
where Michael is denominated Happalith, or the 
one who eſcaped. As to the firſt, we find the 
Meſſiah called by that Name, from the Text in

4.—With reſpect to the Name Happalih 
aſcribed to Michael, it is ſaid to be on this Account, 
that when {| Samae!, the Prince and Head of the 


_ fallen Angels, ſeized the Wing of Michael to draw 


him down into the Ab, God took him out of 
his Hands. We have two conlonant Teſtimonies 


to the leading Truths of the Goſpel-diſpenſation, 


which are revealed to John with more Clearneſs 
and Preciſion than they appear with in the Pro- 


phecies of the firſt Covenant: for we have caſt 
before our View the Time of the Expulſiòn of the 


great red Dragon from Heaven, who waited to de- 
vour the Male born of the Woman, the Seed he 
knew would deſtroy his Kingdom and Power, and 
attain a Throne of Glory, that is, Light far beyond 
his own. And to diſtinguiſh this Event, called 
the Wonder, or ſignal Tranſaction, and to point 
out the Author of Rebellion, it is ſaid, that the 
great Dragon, the Old Serpent, called the Devil and

by that brought Death, or Hades, into the Works 
of God, by his Fall recorded in ai. ch. xiv. and 
Ezek. ch. xxvin. under the Types of the King of 
Babylon, and the Prince of Tyre. Theſe Truths, 


as bearing the whole Fabric of Revelation, will 


meet our View, and appcar with more Clearneſs 
and Luſtre, in the Progrels of the intereſting Sub- 


ject before us.

Men. The Fall of the feven Kings in Edom be- 
fore there was any King in Hrael, with their Lights 
and Veſſels, and their Reſtoration, conſtitute the 
whole Grandeur and Importance of the Cabbala: 
And the Summary of both lies in the true 
Interpretation of the Days of the Creation, 
called Breſchith ; and in the Knowledge of the 
Cherubim of Ezckiel, called the Work of Mercavah, 
or the Chariot of the Lord. 

Myft. In the Diſcuſſion and Analyſis of theſe 
two eminent Prophecies, the Fall of one great 
Prince, and the Separation of another Son, to re- 
pair the Ruin, will be proved by the concurrent 
Teftimony of the Law, the Prophets, and the Gof-

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and Harmony reſulting from the comparing 85 
ritual Things with ſpiritual, as the Apollle Paul 
admoniſhes us to do, will ſhew beyond any rea- 
ſonable Ground of Doubt, that the Law is a Sha- 
dow of good Things to come, and that the Goſpel is 
the Shirit and Truth to it; and that Jeſus Cliriſt is 
that Son, beloved above others, in whom all the 
Law, and its Appendage of the Prophecies, are 
fulſilled in the moſt glorious Senſe. 

Plulop. When do you judge, that theſe Truths 
were loſt to the Chriſtian Church, which muſt 
have changed the whole Face and Tenor of Doc- 
trines in Conſequence of this. 

Myſt. The Council of Nice, the firſt under 
the Eſtabliſhment of Conſtantine laid the Founda- 
tion of Popery itſelf. And it was no Wonder, 
when Men took upon them the Place and Office 
of Chriſt and his Apoſiles, three Centuries more 


| ſhould erect the Throne of one Prigft who was to 


think, judge, and determine Faith and Doftrines 
for th whole Chriſtian World. — The ſecond 
Council at Sirmium, in 357 gave the moſt fatal 


Stroke to the Beraan Spirit of free Inquiry into 


ſacred Writ it ever received, by the Condemna- 
tion of Origen and his Works, which carried in 
them, (notwithſtanding his acknowledged Extra- 
vagance in too much Allegorizing) the moſt com- 
prehenſive View of the Chriſtian Diſpenſation, as 
well as the purer Part of the ancient Dogmas of 
the Hebrew Church, which have an immediate 
Connection with the Chriſtian, and illuſtrate the 
Harmony of the Law and the Goſpel. 

Philop. Doth not this, Charge 1 5 the Na- 
kedneſs and Shame of the —_—_ Prieſthood, and 
teach the People a Leſſon of Contempt againſt 
* 

Myſt. Let me aſk you, whether Mofes expoſed 
the Inſtitution of the Levizical Prieſthood, W 
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he ſhews us his Brother Aaron ſcarce inveſted with 
the holy Garments as High Pricſt of the God of Tjract, 
before he became the Maker of the Golden Calves 
for an /dolatrous Worſhip? Or did the Prophets, 
by their ſharp and indignant Rebuke of the Prieſts, 
as deceiving the People, (which is one Burden of 


their Words) inſtruct the Fews to deſpiſe their 


Order as the Appointment of God? Both their 
Teliimonies are an internal Evidence of their In- 
tegrity, which no Writings under the Seal of 
Heaven and its Authority can ſhew, but them- 
ſelves. When Jerome in the fourth Century re- 
proached the Clergy of the great City of Rome, 
with their corrupt Lives and Manners, which in 
his Picture of that Degeneracy were ſo enormous, 
that he called Rome, Babylon, and the Prieſts 
Members of the Antichriſt foretold by the Apoſtle 
Paul: Was he afraid, Jeſt the Heathen Party 
ſhould turn 1t to the Diſadvantage of the Goſpel 
itſelf? Theſe are idle Fears; and it will be a happy 
Period, when the Doctrines of Councils and Sy- 
nods are treated with the ſame Indifference as 
thoſe of any private Man: And till this be done, 
Chriſtianity will be ſo far from being eſtabliſhed, 
that it will not deſerve the Name of being even 
tolerated. —The Pretence of purging the Church 
from Herefies, and of preventing their Growth, 
will have the fame Effect, as it had before in the 
Church of Rome; it will colle& and conſolidate a 
Mafs of Hereſies, the Inventions of uſurping, ig- 
norant, and ambitious Prieſts, to which Men muſt 
be compelled to bow down, as the Nations and 
Tongues did to Nebuchadnezzar's golden Image, 


the Pope's Predeceſior ; or burn in his fiery Fur- 


nace ; milder, however than the flow and linger- 


ing Tortures of the Inquiſilion, managed. by 
ſanctified Hypocrites, the more cruel as they pre- 


tend to more Holineſs, Even Moloch's Prieſts 
knew 
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knew more Mercy: they conſumed their wretched 
Victims in a quick devouring Fire. 

Men. Yet you, | Chriſtians, have perſecuted 
and afflicted our People, though we have the 
ſame Right to our own Judgment reſpecting the 
promiſed Meffiah, as you can claim.—If we be- 
lieve not in your 7eſus, it may be our Crime and 
our Miſery: You enjoy the Advantage, and ought 
not to injure us the more, becauſe we are already 
in your Eyes great Sufferers by our Unbeltef. 
MV. Your ſharpeſt Afflictions have been felt 
under the Iron Rod and Yoke of the Pogy/h Church, 
in which Faith and Love funk together. Since 
the Reformation took Place, your Lot has been 
loftened, except under the Mahometan Empire, 
where your Scourge has been made of Scorpions, 
like Rehoboam's to your Anceſtors. But true Chriſ- 
tians will obſerve the Apoſtle's Command in Rom. 
xi. xviii. Not to boaſt againſt the Branches.” 
Your own Writers, however, aſcribe the heavy 
judgment you lie under, to your abounding Sins 
and Iniquities.—By the Apoſtle's Knowledge of 
the Council of God in ſhutting you up in Unbe- 
lief, we underſtand why Blindneſs has happen- 
ed in part to Ifracl, until the Funefs of the Gen- 
tiles be come in, Rom. x1. v. 25.—But it 1s Time 
to finiſh our firſt Conference. | 

Plulop. Let me hear, before you conclude, 
what happy Conſequences will reſult from the 
Knowledge of Jeſus Chriſt, as to the Time of his 
Birth, and his ſubſequent Manifeſtation. 

My. The Knowledge of the Time will lead us 
to a true Conception of the ons, or Ages, ſpoken 
of by St. Paul, and called by him * the Diſpen- 
lation of the Fulneſs of the Times, in which he 
will gather together (re-head) in one all things in 
Chriſt ; both which are in Heaven, and in Earth, 
even in him.“ Eph. i. 10. And which he aflerts 

to 
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to be the Revelation of the Myſtery kept ſecret in 
the onal Times, as it ought to be tranſlated at 
Rom. xvi. 25. Since we have no Word corre- 
ſpondent to the Greek, or rather the Hebrew Idiom 
for everlaſting, the aſe of the Term onial may be 


allowed rather than Secular, which ſeems leſs 


adapted to convey the Apoſtle s Senſe.—2dly, 

The Time of the Separation of this Son to the 
Throne of the Ancient of Days will open more the 
Secret of the Ages, as well as the Beginning of 
the Meſſeaſis Kingdom. For it began, when he 
was taken up in the Clouds of Heaven to his Father ; 
and in which Clouds he has been coming into his 
People from that Period. Hence we mult date the 
Words of John, in Rev. i. or: * Behold, he cometh ' 
in the Clouds, and every Eye ſhall ſee him. — On 
this Ground we may Wu le, why the Apoſ- 
tle ſays, in Cor. x. 1—4. © Brethren, I would 
not that ye ſhould be ignorant, how that all our 
Fathers were under the Cloud, and all paſſed thro' 

the Sea ; and did all eat of the fame ſpiritual Meat, 
and did all drink the fame ſpiritual Drink, (for 
they drank of that ſpiritual Rock which followed 
them, and that Rock was Chr:jt, in the Cloud or 
Pillar of Fire.) It was the Glory of the moſt high 
God, and the true Meat and Drink of Angels, from 
that Throne of Jelovali, and his anointed Son with 
him“ — This Knowledge will explain the Hi 
Clouds under the Law, upon the Altars of Braſs 
and Gold of the Temple: : and for what Reaſon the 
Deſcent of the Holy Spirit at Penlecoſte came in Fire, 
and Blood, and Pillars of Smoke, as the true Sche- 


chinali, or dwelling Place of God revealed in his 


fervants: By this is unfolded the Cauſe of the. 
Praefts under Moſes wearing white Ratment ; and 


why the Prophets ſpeak fo much of the Clouds, as 


the great Bleſſing the Meſſiah was to bring to Light. 
The fundamental Doctrine of Regeneration, and 
| Redemption 
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Redemption by Blood will be found a real phy- 
hcal Truth, and explain the Connection of Cauſe 
and Effect; by which the falſe Notion of Atone- 
ment and Satisfaction, as invented by the Igno- 
rance of the Romy Church, will be corrected; 
and Sel/-Rightcoufneſs, founded in the Blindneſs 
and Folly of Man's proud and ungrateful Heart, 
will be caſt to the Ground; and the Wiſdom of 
God, which appears Fooliſhneſs to him now, will 
be ſhewn to be the Power of God unto Salvation 
by Jeſus Chriſt. By this we ſhall fee what Adam's 
Nakedneſs and Shame was by his Tranſgreſſion; and 
what is the true Clothing, which the fecond Adam, 
the Lord from Headen, has brought to cover our 
wretched Nature. — All theſe important Truths 
depend upon a right Conception of theſe two 
Prophecies of Daniel and Fohn. | :

them unto Babes. Matt. ii. 25. Luke x. 1. And 
the Goſpel ſhews us the Wiſe here repelled ; the 
Scribes, the Sadducees, the Phariſees and Lawyers, 
laying heavy Burdens, and touching none them- 
ſelves. Againſt ſuch, God had given forth his 
Threatening in Tfazah, ch. xxix. 14. © I will 
proceed to do a marvellous Work among this People: 
for the Wiſdom of their wiſe Men ſhall perzſi, and 
the Underſtanding of their prudent Men ſhall be 
id.“ Theſe proud Boaſters deſpiſed their poor 
Brethren as unworthy of the Holy Spirit or the 


Schechinak to dwell with them: In Oppoſition to 


this Haughtineſs, it is juſtly ſuppoſed, that our 


Lord ſaid among other Marks of his divine Miſ- 


ſion, To the poor is the Goſpel preached : and 
bleſſed is he that is not offended in me; that is, on 
this Account of my Condeſcenſion and Attention 
to this Part of Mankind, ſo neglected and deſpiſed 
by their richer and more learned Brethren. With 
what Eyes muſt they have read that beautiful Paſ- 
ſage of T/atah lvii. 13. Thus faith the High and 
Lofty One that inhabiteth Eternity, whoſe Name is 
| Holy: I dwell in the high and lofty Place; with him 
alſo that is of a contrite and humble Spirit, to revive 
the Spirit of the Humble, and to reuive the Heart 
of the Contrite.” Jarchi is remarkable in his Com- 
ment on this Verſe. He applies it to every Man 
of an humble and meek Spirit; and then no one 
is more truly contrite and humble in Spirit than 


the Meſſich, as Tfaiah ſpeaks of him ch. lu. 2. 3. 
We regarded him as deſpiſed and rejected of Men, 


ſmitten of God and afflifled : yet he was wounded 
for our Tranlgreſſions. Raymond Martini juſtly 
OW, Wl oblerves 
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obſerves on Jarchu's Interpretation, that he pro- 
phecied, not knowing (as in the Talmud it is fre- 
quently ſaid) what he prophecied. God ſeeks 
thoſe to worſhip him who can ſerve him in Spirit 
and Tru under the Goſpel; and who ſhall diſcern 
thoſe. who are capable of this ſpiritual Worſhip, 


if Doctrines for the Adult and Men in Underſtand- 


ing, requiring ſtrong Meat, and not Mil as Babes, 
are not preached unto them? The worthy. and 


unworthy ;. thoſe who have Ears to hear, and thoſe 


who have not; the Dogs and the Re will be 


known and diſcerned by the Spirituality of the 
Leſſons themſelves. Pride and Envy grew out of- 
that vain Knowledge the Rcligioniſts of that Day, 
the Phariſees, boaſted of. And though Knowledge 
pufjeth up, as Paul informs us, did he prohibit, or. ' 


command us to grow in all Knowledge and Wiſdom 2 
Did he not blame his Hearers for their Dulneſs in 


not being capable to underſtand him concerning. . 
Melchizedeck ? Heb v. xi. The Prophets and Ay. 

tles were favoured with great Light, yet they were 
lowly in heart, deſpiſing not the weak, but loving 


all Men as their Brethren.

Contempt by your Maſter, Part of the 2 or 
oral Interpretation? 
ht. Every Way different. The firſt » were 
built on the mere Obſervance. of Rites and Cere- 
monies, without any Attention paid to their inner 
Senſe: The other unfolded the important Mean- 
ing which the Types in Perſons, Things, and Actions, 
exhibited through the whole ¶ conomy of the Mo- 
faic Law, (where the Riches of the Grace and Mer- 
cy of God-i in the great Sautour fore-ordained. ) lay 
hid under the Veil of the Figures, till the Goſpel 
brought them to fuller Manifeſtation in the three- 
fold Character of Jeſus Chriſt, as the Prophet, 
Prieſt, and King ſhadowed out in them all. | 

Philop. What Authors among us have ſup- 
ported this ſpiritual Senſe? for Spencer and Le Clerk 
refer their Rites as Barriers againſt Heathen Cul- 
toms, and their idolatrous N of many 
Gods. : 

Myſt. Yet, though they e are far from penetra- 
ting the myſizcal Signification, they deny not the 
Trath of ſuch Intention in theſe Adumbrations. 
But I will give you the Sentiments of Men moſt 

eminent in ſacred Literature, defending the Point 
before us. Dr. Henry More, (omitting the learned 
Cudworth and Alliæ) as illuſtrious for Piety as for 
his comptehenſive Underſtanding in divine Things, 
lays, © I doubt not but the Diſcovery of the ge- 
nuine ancient Cabbala will produce this Effect, that 


the Chriſtian Religion will become more acceptable 5 


to all Men, and eſpecially to the Fews, when it ſhall 
be purified from the vaſt Heap of Droſs, under 
which it now lies buried. Even Carbꝛovius in his 
Introduction to ay Jewiſh Theology, ch. xxiv. 


allows, 
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allows, © that the Remains of ancient Orthodox 


ſhew themſelves in various Places; and therefore 
it cannot be denied, but that many Things may be 
drawn from the Monuments and Writings of the 
Cabbaliſis to confirm the Chriſtian Faith,” It were 
an ealy Taſk to produce from Buddeus's Hiſtory of 
the Hebrew Plaloſophy, and from Vitringa's Sacred 
Obſervations, many more Illuſtrations and Teſti- 
monies to this Truth. Let none then by Preju- 


dice, always injurious to the Search of Truth, 


lightly eſteem the Cabbala, though the limpid 
Stream of original Doctrines be much diſcoloured 
by the impure Rivulets of private and fantaſtic 
Opinions running into it through the Courſe of 
many Ages. Nor ought any one, (as a great Maſ- 


ter“ of Hebrew Learning and their Antient Senti- 
ments juſtly obſerves) to deſpiſe a Pearl or pre- 


cious Stone becauſe he finds it in the Head of a 
Toad. — And now, adieu, my Friends, till we 
meet ſoon again, for a further Inveſtigation of the 
Subject we have entered upon.
